climbing, indulging in out-of-door games, 
and thus growing. These habita devel- 
oped his frame to perfection, and gave a 
vigor to nerve and muscle that have stood 
well the wear and tear of existence. His 
brain was. not dwarfed by excessive study 
in early boyhood, as is too much the case 
with children to-day. The infancy ia 
sacred to play, to physical action, and the 
joyousness of mind that give life to every 
organ of the system.

How "to Live. 
From the N. Y. Globe. ~ 


Following m tho illustrious footsteps of 
Mlism Gullen Bryant and Horaco Oreo- 


ley, William Howitt, -the venerable and 
distinguished English author, has address- 
ed a lengthy letter •from Rome, concerning 
his manner of living, to Dr. M. L Hoi- 
brook, tho editor of the Searld of Health, 
which.finds a place iu the August number 
flf that valuable publicatien. Hr. Howitt 
well p&js no subject in this fast-living 
and fast-thinking age is of more import- 
ance than that of laying the foundations 
of a sound constitution iu youth, and of 
preserving that constitution through life 
by attention to the laws and dictates of 
nature. In saying this he agrees with 
Mr, Herbert Spencer, who has written ex- 
tensively on the same'snbject. To descend 
to personal matters, Mr. Howitt eays that, 
unlike Mr, Bryant, he regularly takes both 
oofTee and'tea, finding the greatest refresh- 
ment in both, and never experiencing any 
deleterious effects from either. Oa the 
contrary, tea is to him a wonderful refresh- 
er and reviver. After long-continued ex- 
ertion, as in the great pedestrian journeys 
that he formerly made, tea would always, 
in a manner almost miraculous, banish all 
hi* fatigue, and diffuse through bis whole 
frame comfort and exhileration, without 
any subsequent evil effect. People should 
learn to ukeenoh thingsas suit them, and 
avoid such as do not.-In relation to gym- 
nastic* and tobacco, Mr Howitt says. 
~ "For rhy partJI'fiod no artificial prac- 
tice. necessary for the maintenance of 
'health'and a vigorous circulation of the

Such are some of the physical evils of 


the American watering place. Let us 
now look at the mental and moral side. 


Tbere is DO doubt that the pouring in 


of divers people into one house, compelled 
to a tort of intimacy, all at league, with 
the added charm of a band of music, danc- 
ing, boating, croquet, and other avnse- 
niccts—handsome, well dressed women, 
and men relieved from the horrible monot- 
ony of black coats and store-pipe*, recre- 
ating m the becoming light colors and 
•tray hats of summer; presents, at first 
glance, a very attractive picture. It is 
none the less true, that before three weeks 
ii over every body is very tired of it, and 
very anxioua to change the scene. What 
can it be that deeeende so like a pall over 
the senses, after a fortnight or so at a 
watering place ? Is it because it is all un- 
natural, and because no one is responsible 
for anv body else/ Imagine each a scene 
at an English country house, with an ami- 
able hostess at the head ol it, and we 
wonld gladly go on forever. 
' 


'But I have seldom scan people who 


cou'd stand one watering place more than 
a month. They want a new slavery, and 
pro off—from Sharon to Newport, from 
Newort to West Point. 


One would imagine that a broad pinza, 


a btight moon—an assemblage ol well- 
educated and refined people, gathered to- 
gether for that "pursuit of happiness" 
which the Declaration of Independence 
declares to be an inalienable right, would 
bring about a beatific state of enjoyment; 
that witty and abundant talk wonld flow 
freshly; that politics, literature, and art 
wonld, each in turn, engage'the convbr- 
sational wrestlers, and that something 
good wonld be evolved." But snch is sel- 
dom'the case. Either an awkward silence, 
or a deafening noise of nothing****, or

Wo found "Wild Sam" at Alexandra 


Founder's. Mr. Foamier^ had constructed 
a rough camp for thia strange character 
near his own dwelling bonce, under a pe- 
can tree by the side of the fence: - - 


As we approached the camp which was 


made of split cypress, eight «r«in*fett 
long, the bottom of each piece resting on 
the ground, the tops meeting and forming 
the comb of the camp about five feet high. 
Mr. Foumier took away some clapboards 
from the -front, aud "Wild Sam" was in 
full view. 


Ha waa lying asleep on u broad cypress 


fence post about ten inches in width and 
eight feet in length, 11 it on his back and 
nothing under hia head. Etch end of the 
post rested on a rough block, raising him 
a foot from the ground. 
There were a 


few other poets and pienx in the camp, a 
rough and ragged old overcoat, a broad 
brim hat which had been thrown away s» 
useless, about enough rags to constitute a 
suit of worse tbsrr begging clothe*, an old 
banjo of his own-mekrnff, a crazy old cane 
or two, an old bag which perhaps contains 
implements foc.plymg the conjuror's art, 
an old tin pan, soioa- coals,, ashes Hid 
brands of unturned wood. 
Betides the«o 


and the old wild man there waa nothing 
whatever in the camp. 


As Sam is now old and infirm, Mr. 


Fournier and the colored people id the 
neighborhood kindly feed Lira and give 
him some ol<i clothes which lie only wears 
to cover his nakedness when he comas ont 
of hie den. U he were m the woods he 
wonld not wear them at all, except when 
the weather is frosty or severe. 


His whiskers and head are white, and 


his limbs and fleoh look bard and weather- 
beaten. His face hag a wild bat firm and 
fearless appearance Ho looks stupid, as 
though age is gradually wasting hia iron 
frame, and hia eyes look dull, as though he 
were gazing at his grave. 


Thia (singular specimen ;of humanity 


wag never known to be rick. H» was 
always 'very fond of 'tobacco, but would 
never drink whisky. -' He never^wear* 
shoe*, and wonld never wear any thing but 
that be does not wish to offend the people, 
when he comes from the woods, by ex- 
posing his person. He carries in his 
hands, or tios obont bis loins, a bunch of 
black moss, in bulk^about enough to fill 
a water bucket 


Formerly, whan in the woods. Wild 


Sain lived principally on root*, bwrief, 
and such food as he oould find, mnch as a 
bear lives. Sametimea be would fpt with- 
out food two days or more, aad then 
wonld come into the place of those who 
knew him for food. He never stole any- 
thing. He ha> always been kindly-treat- 
ed, but could never be induced to pot bis 
foot inside of a white man's bcrue. 


We have talked with abont half a dozen 


of Wild Sam's neighbor*, Creoles and col- 
ored people, and the/ all agree perfectly 
in relation to his character and history.

He admitted that there had been some 
violations of the law by disguised persona 
for tbe purpose of punishing men and wo- 
men for living in adultery and fornication, 
and for theft, etc. He stated it as his opin- 
ion that the people took tho laws into 
their own hands because eo many crimin- 
als had been pardoned. Another circum- 
stance which gave rise to the many exag- 
gerations in reforonce to the Ka Klux 
was an act of mischievous young men, for 
the purpose of amusement, who sometimes 
wrapped themselves in sheets and scared 
superstitions negroea, some of whom af- 
fected to believe they were the ghosts of 
deceased Confederate soldiers.

groes bad disguised 
themselves 
and 


whipped a white man in Clark Co., and 
there had been bnt little said about it An- 
other party of disguised negroes had at- 
tempted to murder a white man named 
Hancock, 
had 
been 
convicted 
and 


sentenced, bnt were subsequently par- 
doned. Witness expressed the opinion that 
Alt. Richardson had not been attacked on 
politics! grounds, and that no negroes had 
been intimidated from voting tbe Repub- 
lican ticket, but some had probably been 
prevented by threats from voting the 
Democratic ticket. When atkod if he had 
not heard ol a great many outrages in 
other portions of tbe State, ho replied, 
when in Washington he could hear a great 
many stories of that kind that were 
greatly magnified and distorted for Radi- 
cal effect, and there was less violence in 
.-Georgia than in the New Englroid States, 
New York, Ohio or anywhere else.

As there have been, many conjectures, 
Kiculations and opinions relating to the 
iurder of James S. Wianer, which oo- 
urreu in Xitnavilla some months ago, it 
would seem at this late day, after detec- 


ves have exhausted their ingenuity and 
ioney has been at fanlt in discovering the 
>erpetrator of the crime, that it may be 
»rely possible that the man was not mur- 
orod alter all, and that ba took his own 
fa. Why do we say this ? For the rea- 
on that as yet there appears to be no 
atisfying evidence that he was murdered, 
nd that all efforts to implicate any one, 
otwithstandmg a large number of arrests 
ave been made from time to time, would 
eem to point that way. But while we do 
ot say that the man did not come to his 
eath by foul means, there are many cir- 
umstanoes which go to show that he 
ightbave "shnfiled off this mortal coil," 
t the mitigation of his own fixed pur- 
pose, and there are many circumstances 
rbioh tend to foster such a belief. 


Those who were intimately acquainted 
itb him knew full K ell that evor since 
ie period of his wife's suudeu demise, 
ome few years ago, he has been unusually 
espondent. It i» »aid that at particular 
limes for a considerable period cefore his 


eath he exhibited gloomy feelings, which 
ven his most intimate friends could not 
ccouut for. This idea ia not a mere fig- 
_ient of the brain, because he was heard 
upon more than one occasion to express 


imsolf in regard to his personal ttifdirs in 
anguage which latterly has caused many 
o form the opiniou that this death was 
remeditated, and brought about by and 
broQgh his own instrumentality. As'an 
ndication of this may be cited the fact that 
le told a Mrs. Robinson, upon one occa- 
ion, sone time previous to his death, 
bat he was not fcoiDg to live, and that 
e even went BO far ai to aek her if the 
ould make a shroud for him. 
To an- 


ther person, it is said he applied to make a 


will for him, altbxiugh ht»-wor!dly effects 
uteide of a life insurance for $8,000, were 
not burdencnsomQ. 
Upon another oc- 


asion he told his brother's wife that if he 
rent to his chamber he would not return 


alive. It ia iartbermore stated that Wis- 
ner, since the douth of bis wife, was ner- 
rons, and studiously avoided being out at 
late hour at night alone. It is also sur- 
ised that the part of a shear with which 
he deed was euid to have been committed, 
ame from the residence of his mother. 
?hi9'conolnsion is arrived at from,the fact 
hat the family had a short timo provious- 
y had a pair of shears charpentd (tbe half 
ound having been eharpouud) and that a 
>air was mUsed from that house, although 
he family were not willing to acknowl- 


e it, simply for the reason that it was 


opposed that such an acknowledgment 
might operate against them in obtaining 
he insurance upon deceased's life. It fur- 
her appears, it is said, that upon tho 
night of the supposed murder, some one 
was heard in tha room •where- deceased

Niagara is by no means the highest 
aterfall in existence, being only 165 feet, 
hilsl that of Teqnendama, in New Gro- 
ada, ia 580, Q irinspa, in Hindoetan, 
000, and Gavarai, in Trance, 1,320 feet 
a height, yet it ii the largest and moet 
we inspiring falling current upon the 
,oe of the globe. 
To fully appreciate the grandeur of the 
nchanting scene, yon most stand on the 
tise of the cataract and witness, aa it 
eems, a vast liver escaping from the 
eavens abovo to the unfathomable abyss 
eneath four feet. No one can, without 
eing here, realize the majesty displayed, 
hceisizig, rolling tide, which, -like a 
ling of life, moves on end on unwearied, 
nd as inexhaustible as when the river 
rat gushed over the fall of Qaconstown, 
lirty-five thousand years ago.
